IN ILLINOIS.

SPRINGFIBLD, Lil., Nov. 10.—The monthly re- 
port of Chief Grain-lnspector Reynolds to the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission states 
that the number of cars of grain received and 
inspected during October is larger than for the 
corresponding month of any previous year, 
being second only to the number received dur- 
ing the month of August, 1878, and 8,918 cars 
more than in October, 1878. The increased re- 
ceipts by canal over the corresponding month 
of last year are 231,580 bushels. The report 
‘shows that there wert 33,405 cars of grain “in” 
inspected, and 1,030,750 busnels received by canal 
and jake during October; while the “out” in- 
spection aggregated 10,977,790 bushels. The 
records of the Department will show, when the 
tables are compiled, that the amount of grain 
reveived gt Chicago during the year ending 
Oct. 31, 1849, was several millions of bushels in 
excess of the amount received during the pre- 
ceding year. 

IN BALTIMORE.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE LORD MAYOR’S SHOW. 

Lonpon, Noy. 10.— The Lord Mayor’s pro- 
cession turned out to be of the usual character 
in composition and incidents. The exception 
was that the crowd along the entire route vig- 
orously hissed the ex-Mayor. 

¢ THE BANQUET. 

Lonpon, Nov. 10.—The Lord Mayor's banquet 
took place at Guila Hall to-night. Nearly 900 
guests were preseat, among them ber Majesty’s 
Ministers and their wives, Count Von Munster, 
the German Ambassador, Mr. Hoppin, United 
States Charge d' Affairs, Lord Cheimsford, Col. 
Evelyn Wood, and Lord Justices Sir William 
Brett and the Hon. Alfred Thesiger. The mem- 
bers of the Ministry and Lord Chelméford and 
Col. Wood were warmly greeted with cheers as 
they entered. The toast to the health of her 
Majesty the Queen was given and received with 
approoriate honors. 

Count von Munster, replying to the toast to 
Foreign Ambassadors, declared that none were 
more desirous than Germany and the German 
Emperor to see the peace of the world maia- 
tained. 

LORD BEACONSFIELD, 
rising to reply to the toast of the evening, the 
health or her Majesty's Misisters, was received 
with three times three cheers, He said the 
aspect of affairs was Much more satisfactory 
than when he last spoke on a similar ovcasion. 
Business was now being done which three 
mouths ago would have been deemed impossi- 
ble. The only question now was whether the 
revival was temporary or permanent. The 
opinion of her Majesty’s Government w-- 
that the revival was of a pe 
manent and lasting character. He 
thought the official returns demonstrated that 
fact, because tev showed that the revival was 
not local, but universal. For instance, the great 
iron industry had deubtless in a great measure 
revived owing to the demands from the United 
States, but returns prove that the purchases of 
iron were not limited to the United States or 
various European countries, but were occa- 
sioned by the miscellaneous demands of our 
native industries. Every article of tropical 
produce had risen in value. The chemical trade, 
which was a great index of prosperity, has been 
unable to execute its orders. The rise in the 
value of silver would in all probability release 
the Indian statesmen of ome of their greatest 
perplexities. 
IRELAND. 

During a period of unprecedented depression 
there had not been a single meeting to express 
discontent with the national institutions. He 
wished our brilliant brethren in Ireland would 
be a little more emulous ef this example. He 
was at a loss to comprehend how the Irish peo- 
ple bad brought themselves to believe that the 
best remedy for economical distress was polit 
ical agitation and social confusion. (Loud laugh- 
ter and cheers.| Doubtless there were portions 
of Ireland where there would be cousiderable 
suffering if a remedy was not offered. The Itish 
people should remember that they never ap- 
pealed to English sympathy in vain. It would 
be the duty of her Majesty's Ministers to watch 
the condition of Ireland with the anxiety re- 
quired by the situation. The Irish people should 
condescend to remember that their harvest, 
though bad, and though they were much more 
dependent on it than are the English people on 
theirs, still it was much better than the harvest 
of England. 

CENTRAL ASIA. 

Addressing the Lord Mayor, Lord Beaconsfield 
said: When I addressed your predecessor, I 
informed him that the Government was con- 
tempMting large military operations in Cetitral 
Asia, the object being to strengthen and to ren- 
der secure the northwestern boundary of the 
Indian Empire. These operations have beerf 
sicnally successful, and British influence is 
fully establistied in Central Asia. s (Loud 
cheers.} Here Lord Beaconsfield warmly eulo- 
gized Lord Lytton and the avenging | army in 
Afghanistan. 

Referring to South Africa, he said: The recent 
war there bas taught the colonists something ef 
the art of self-defense, on which they must 
chiefly rely. We are About to effect some 
changes there which wil] contribute to the in- 
creased happiness of the populations amongst 
which tne colonists dwell. If I view external 
relations generally, I would say, notwithstand- 
ing that Europe may be covered with millions 
of armed men, we have not merely the hope, 
but the belief, that peace will be maintafved. In 
assuming that peace will be maintained, I as- 
sume that no great power would 

SHRINK FROM ITS RESPONSIBILITIES. 
If the most extensive anu wealthiest Empire 
in the world, with a perverse intepretation of 
its insular character, turns an indifferent ear to 
the feelings and fortunes of Continental Eu- 
rope, | believe that country is endangered. It 
is to such an indifference I attribute many fatal 


wars. But if the power and advice of England 


are felt und beard in the councils of Europe, I 
have the conviction that peace will be main- 
tained for a long period. [Loud cheers.) If 
England deserts her natural postin the couacils 
of Europe, war is too probable. A celebrated 
Roman being asked what bis policy was, ro- 
plied: “‘Impertuai et Libertas.” That is, 
ashort program, but it would not disgrace a 
British Ministry. It is oue on which the exist- 
ing Ministry will always act.

With clamor- 
ous unanimity, the Union element of the 
American people demanded that Gen. Grant 
should accept the Presidential office, and he 
surrendered a better position at the demand 
of the Union people, who have made no 
adequate recompense to him. If they had 
restored him to his place at the head of the 
army, or if they had given him another posi- 
tion as good, there would be little disposi- 
tion for criticism of his treatment. 

What we have written has no reference to 
his re-election as President. It is still ques- 
tionable whether he would take the office 
again. He has given no sign that he desires 
it. He has not spoken a word that points in 
that direction. He has not taken a step 
that leads to it. He has not sur- 
rounded himself with those who 
would prepare the way for him to get it. 
He is out of office, without occupation, and 
by etiquet almost excluded from private em- 
ployment, unless it may be to spend the re- 
mainder of his days in the seclusion of a 
farmer's life, and in a comparatively impecu- 
nious condition. The flags, and banners, 
and banguets, and popular demonstrations 
which will greet him to-morrow are all well 
enough in their way, but after it is all over, 
what then? Can the American people do 
less for him who has done so much for them 
than to make his remaining days at least 
free from any possibility of want or any 
pecuniary anxiety as to the future of him- 
self and his family ? 


THE NEW YORK ON. 

One year ago the State of New York was 
carried by the Republicans by 34,661 majori- 
ty over the Democrats, after a lively contest. 
The vote in the City of New York was 51,702 
Republican to 87,716 Democratic; the Dem- 
ocratic majority being 36,014. In Brooklyn 
the Democratic majority was 5,881, making a 
total of only 41,395, as compared with 62,000 
this year.

THE MANIA FOR GAMBLING. 

The purchase of nearly $10,000,000 of 6 
per cent United States bonds by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in New York City at the 
close of last week was a remarkable transac - 
tion. It was significant, in the first place, 
because it illustrated the financial golidity of 
the Government that could takefap so large 


in the Presidential 


avail itself of a good bargain; but it was 
still more significant because a people who, 


willing to dispose of 6 per cents at a premi- 
um considerably less than the interest they 


to a temporary stringency in the money mar- 
ket, and such stringency had come about in 
spite of unprecedented accretions to the 
stock of money within the past few months. 

The transaction was a good one for the 


Government, to the extent that it made a 


surplus of money in the Treasury available 
that would otherwise have lain idle for more 
than a year and a half; as the bonds were 
secured for 106 there was also an ultimate 
saving of something more than a half year’s 
interest at 6 per cent, ag the bonds do not 
mature till July, 1881. The original bids for 
the sale of these bonds ranged mainly from 
1054 to 110, though some were offered at a 
lower rate; but when the Secretary of the 
Treasury instructed the Goverment agents to 
pay 106 for all alike there were immediate 
offers to take hat rate to an amount nearly 
equal to the full sum the Government was 
willing to disburse. This proved that there 
was an extraordinary demand for the money, 
—the more extraordinary inasmuch as the 
volume of current funds has been enormous- 
ly increased during the past few months. 
Resumption had the effect to enlarge 
the stock of current money. Gold and silver 
were thereby added to the currency, for, 
when not in actual circulation, the coin and 
bullion do service as reserves, and release 
greenbacks and National-bank notes to that ex- 
tent. The amount of bank-notes has been con- 
siderably increased in volume, under the terms 
of the Free Banking law, and in response to 
the new demand. The profits on the sale of 
agricultural products and American manu- 
factures abroad, the margins on the rise in 
stocks, and the actual importation of about 
$60,900,000 in specie from Europe during 
the past three months, have all swollen the 


actual stock of available money. In spite of 


all this, there was a stringency in the money

at a comparatively small premium.

WAS STANTON A PATRIOT! 
The secret history of men and affairs pre- 


ceding and attendant upon the breaking out 
of the Rebellion is becoming developed not 
only rapidly, but with many surprising and 
astounding results. The revelations made 
in the Diary of a Public Man,” now passing 
through the pages of the Worth American 
Review, disclose many things which, while 
they throw much light upon the past, also 
seem to discredit much of the accepted his- 
tory of that time, and especially of many of 
the actors in the events of that day. Thus, 
it has always been supposed, if not known, 
that the Sccessionists of the South were 
encouraged in their extreme efforts to dis- 
solve the Union and establish a Slave Repub- 
lic because of the well-known sympathy, if 
not positive friendship for them, on the part 
of Bucuanan and his Administretion, and of 
many of the leading Democratic statesmen 
of the North, who declared that the Democ- 
racy would engage in no war against the 
South. Of this there is now hardly any 
room to doubt. But the recent develop- 
ments have also shown that at that time the 
prevailing sentiment in Oongress among 
Republicans was that a separation was inev- 
itable, and that it was better that the North 
should be forever freed from all responsi- 
bility and association with Slavery, and 
therefore there would be no war or forcible 
attempt to retain the seceding States. Mr. 
Lirxcoxn did not share this sentiment, and 


hence from the day of his inanguration to 


the firing on Sumter (the Senate being in 
session) he and the Republican Senators 
were not in sympathy, It was the people 
who, upon the surrender of Sumter, took 
the matter out of the hands of the politi- 
cians and declared war for the preservation 
of the Union. 

Almost as conspicuous in the history of the 
War as Mr. Lixcotnor Gen. Grant, and divid- 
ing with them the gratitude and admiration of 
the country, was Mr. E. M. Stanton, the great 
Secretary of War, and recent events have 
done much to disturb, if not cloud, the glory 
of his administration. We recently pub- 
lished, from the North American Review, a 
number of letters written by Mr. Sranron 
to ex-President Bucuanan. These letters 
were written at Washington, and cover the 
time from March 6 to July 16, 1861. They 
are filled with criticisms of the Administra- 
tion of Mr. LMcOLxN, predictions of a total 
failure of the Republicans, personal denun- 
ciations of Simon Cameron, then Secretary 
of War, and strong expressions of a 
hopeful opinion that Jerr Davis would soon 
drive out the Government of the Union and 
establish that of the Confederacy at Wash- 
ington. Included in these letters were lavish 
compliments to the wisdom, sound policy, 
and patriotism of the ex-President, Mr. 
Stanton had been appointed Attorney-Gen- 
eralof Bucuanan’s Administration in De- 
cember, 1860, and served until the 4th of 
March, 1861; in January, 1862, nine months 
later, he was made Secretary of War by Mr. 
Loox, to succeed Sto Cameron. That 
he had been a violent Democrat and a parti- 
san of Bucnanan and the Pro-Slavery wing 
of the party was knows, and his adhesion to 
the Union cause and his vigorous adminis- 
tration of the War Office was considered 
somewhat extraordinary. When Mr. Sran- 
Ton died, in 1869, the then Attorney-General,

referred to him as having labored, while a

the Secretary of the Treasury was deranging

A BLAZING MINE. 


Ten Acres of Anthracite Coal Glowing Like 
a Furnace—The Miners at Work in the 
Vein Beueath. 

Attaburo Dispatch, 

The fire in Butier County, a short distance 
from the Lehigh & Busquehanna Railroad, on 
the outskirts of the town, continues to burn 
fiercely. At present it is estimated that ten 
acres of anthracite are giowing in the upper 
vein, and the most startling phase of the affair 
is that the miners in the emplov of tne Company 
are working the vein Deneath. A visit to the 
workmen lu their subterranean oven gives some 
idea of the intensity with which the fire is raging 
over their heads. Although it is separated 
from them by seventy feet of solid rock, yet the 
heat isso great that they are compelled to 
work without a particle of clothing upon 
them excepting a light pair of drawers or 
overalls. The perspiration pours constantly 
from their bodies, and the temperature is 
continually much the same as if they were at 
work in presence of a roaring furnace. It is 
very seriously questioned by those understand- 
ing the situation whether the men should be 
permitted to work in this intensely perilous po-

Upon 
one of her visits to the hanse Mrs. B. told her 
that the lady up-stairs, Mrs. Folev, bad been de- 
livered, and then asked witness to bring in some 
more coal and fill up the stove. The stove was 
at chis time red hot, and even then witness sus- 
pected something out of the ordinary.

reu street, had known the Bullermans for four 


years, and knew that they ‘generally

Detective Gatlagher testified as to his visits 
and conversations with Mrs. Foley at the hos- 
pital.

GEN. GRANT AS A TALKER.

| Scraps of Conversation with the Illustrious 


Traveler—The Ex- President's White Ele- 
phante—Interesting Observations Concern- 
ing Foreign Countries.

During his visit bere Gen. Grant talked freely 
and sociably withall whom he met. His repu- 


not fluent in speech, he is yet ready and enter- 
taining. I have,“ he said, a pair of white 
elephants in the shape of a couple of Arabian 
horses, presented to me by the Sultan. They 
have a pedigree extending back 500 years.“ The 
company questioned him concerning their style 
and form, which he described minutely. The 
subject of horses thus introduced, Gen. Grant 
said: ** The value of the Arabian stock is due to 
the ind pensable use the horse is to his master. 
He has an intrinsic value which is not knowa 
and cannot de appreciated elsewhere. All his 
high qualities of endurance and speed have been 
hred up because those qualities possess a higher 
value tothe breederthan elsewhere perhaps. 
Now, in China they have only an inferior breed 
of scrubs, because in that country human labor 
is the cheapest thing known. The greater part 
of the transportation is performed by men. 
They have a vebicle, the name of which when 
translated is ‘man-pull-cars,”’ literally, or per- 
haps, as we would say, ‘“‘man-cart,”’ in which 
you ride with considerable ease. Journeys 
are made long distances with these. A 
man works in the shafts, pulling them 
with his bands without harness of 
any kind, and much of the travel in the eountry 
is performed in that way.“ In answer to the 
—— what the military establishment of 
hina was, Geo. Grant said it was very inferior; 
that the tactics in use were those formerly ac- 
cording to regulation in the armies of England 
and America, but that the arms were cast-off 
and rejected weapons, of a very inferior qual- 
ity. of the American and European nations. 
The Chinese do not possess the soldierly quality 
common to civilized peoples. He said that at a 
ublic reception given to bim by tue Viceroy at 
utsin a military display constituted one of 
its features, which gave bim an opportunity of 
forming a judgment as to the quality and bear- 
ing of the soldiers. He did not believe the Chi- 
nese people to be in any sense a military people. 
AGRICULTURE IN CHINA. 

Speaking of the methods of agrieulture in 
China, he said that he was shown a pice of land 
which bad deen under cultivation every year for 
5,000 vears without deterioration of the fertility 
of the soil. - This result is effected by returning 
to the soil everything taken from it. fish con- 
stitutes a large proportion of the food ot the 
people, and all the offal not consumed for hu- 
mau food is carefully applied to the soil, and 
fish is a great fertilizer. Even the roots of the 
wheat—wheat is grown to a very limited ex- 
tent—are taken and rotted in a compost heap 
and returved to the soil. All the leaves and 

garbage are utilized in the same manner. He 
said: ‘*Famines occur in the interior of China, 
in which thousands die of starvation.. This is 
due to the want of facilities of transportation. 
In the aggregate. the country produces enough 
to support even the dense life of China, but ia 
every season there are portions of the ~uptry 
where crops are total or partial failures, while 
in these same seasons are abundant and 
successful in other parts. Facilities for trana- 
portation would enable the more fuyored dis- 
tricts to supply the destitution in the localities 
of want, Dut no such facilities exist.“

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 


Important Cases Which Have Just Been 


Passed Upon by the United States Supreme 
Court—Decisions Rendered Yesterday—One 
of Them of Special Interest to the People 
of Iilinois. 

Wasnmoron, D. C., Nov. 10.—Supreme 
Court decision No. 526,—George B. Fairfield, 
plaintif® ip error, vs. County of Gallatir. In 
error to the Circuit Court of the United States 
for Southern District of Illinois. 

This was asuit upon the coupons of certain 
series of bonds issued by the County of Gailatin, 
IlI., in October, 1870, to the St. Louis & South- 
eastern Railroad Company, as a donation to as- 
sist in the construction of that road. -The 
defense set up was in substance that, in conse- 
quenee of the provision of the new State Con- 
stitution, which went into effect July 2, 1870, 
the authority to issue and deliver the nonds had 
ceased to exist. The question presented is, 
whether a donation to the railroad company, 
legally authorized and approved by the majority 
of the legal voters of a county prior to the 
adoption of the new State Constitution is 
rendered invalid by the prohibifion of such 
donations contained in that Constitution. In 
the case of the Town of Concord vs. the Ports- 
mouth Savings Bank (92 U. S. 625) this Court 
was called on to give a construction to the sec- 
tion of the Ulinois State Constitution now in 
question, and it then beld that donations by 
counties to railroads were probibited bv it now: 
that they could not lawfully be made after July 
2, 1870, even although they had been authorized 
by a prior statute, and by a vote of the people 
of the county. It now apoears, how-

placed there by parents or guardians; second, if 
the Council had autnority in the matter, it would 
be unwise, from an ecovomical standpoint, to 
pass such an ordinance, because there would be 
no end to the peréons who would aval them- 
selves of its benetits; third, if such an ordinance 
‘was to go into effect there would not likely be 
any discriminations in commitments, for the 
fact being that to all such cases a home was 
most desirable, parents would insist upon turu- 
ing their children over to these institutions, to

Ald. Lawler was in favor of the report, and 
thought that about all the milk sold in the cit 
came from distillery cows, and he had heard o 
no deleterious effects there 

Ald. Dixon thought the sale of swill-milk was 
more hurtful to the public health than the sale 
of diseased meat by any of the Aldermen. 
[Sensation.] 

Ald. Peevey said swill-milk was not objection- 
able. For such purposes as making milk- 
punches and oyster-stews it wad excellent. 
(Laughter. 4 +. 

Ald. Wickersham was opposed to sale of 
impure milk or other food, but it was a ques- 
tion with him whether it would be best to adopt 
the Committee’s report or not.

COUNTY-TREASURER JOHNSON. 

Mr. Johnson, the County Treasurer-elect, 
called upon the Mayor yesterday and asked his 
advice in reference to the management of the 
office he is about to assume, as Mayor Harrison 
was once a County Commissioner, and Mr. 


+ Johnson thought that he might impart some in- 


formation about the workings of the Treasury. 
The Mayor related his experience as a county 
official, and then proceeded to point out the im- 
provements that might be effected in the 
management of the Treasury. The Treasurers 
in the past, he stated, hed simply been con- 
tent to draw their salaries and perquisites and 
see that the office was honestly conducted. The 
management had heretofore left almost 
wholly with Mr. Beye, and the Commissioners 
had about run things to suit themselves within 
the past few years. The county had no Con- 
troiler, as the city had, and if Mr. Jobnson de- 
sired to do something more than simply draw 
his salary and take things easy, as his predeces- 
sors had done, the Mayor suggested 
that he not only devote his 
whole time to the office, but 
look the law over carefully, then ally himself 
with the economical members of the Board, and 
aid them in all efforts to reduce expenses. If 
the Treasurer gave his whole time and attention 
to the office, there was no reason why he should 
not be able to save the taxpayers $100,000 per 
yom. The salary and perquisites were sufficient- 

y large to com a man to stay in the 
office all the time, and, if Mr. Johnson desired 
to serve the taxpayers, be would give his exclu- 
sive time to the office, and erercise his 
authority whenever ne to” stop 
any steals. The Treasurer ought not 
only to be the Treasurer, but the Auditor, 
and throw himseif forward whenever there were 
to be any expenditures that would not be sanc- 
tioned by the people. 

Mr. Johnson said that be bad not looked over 
the law a» yet, but would give it a careful study, 
He thought 
he would ivaugtrate achange over bis prede- 
cessors, and give a good deal more attention to 
the office than had been given to it hitherto. He 
desired to serve the taxpayers, and would exert 
himself in that direction. He thanked the 
Mavor for bis suggestions, and expressed bim- 
self as determined.to improve on the old order 
of things.

MANITOBA. 
EXTENDING POST-OFFICE FACILITIES. 

A modest, good-natured gentleman, aged 
probably 50 years, is Mr. John Dewe, Chief 
Post-Office Inspector for the Dominion of Cana- 
da. A TrRisunz reporter ran across that gen- 
tleman yesterday, when, after an introduction, 
a brief conversation took place. Mr. Dewe bas 
just returned from atrip to Manitoba ana the 
Northwest Territory, where he bas been extend 
ing the Canadian postal facilities. He brought 
with him some fine specimens of gold-bearing 
rock which had been found 100 miles east of 
Winnipeg, in the rough country on the Lake of 
the Woods. Mr. Dewe said that the emigra- 
tion to the Northwest Territory was very large, 


The United States was shead of Canada in this, 
that she bad built ber railroads in advance 
of civilization, while Canada was following it, 
which, toa certain extent, prevented the most 
rapid development. However, as an indication 
of the growth of the country,—and it was a good 
one too, — ben he went there there were only 
fifty-nine post-offices in the Territory, but he es- 
tablished forty-nine additional, which made 108. 
The country is growing fast, and. as a result, 
trade is good. The goods are obtained mostly 
from St. Paul, Montreal, and Toronto. Chicago 
does not seem to interest herself much in that 
trade. There are Very fine and expensive goods 
used there, and the ladies dress well and fash- 
ionably, and St. Paul and Minneapolis 
seem to have the greater portion 
of the trade. The shipments are made 
by way of Duluth, and from there by steamerto 
Sarnia. The Northwest Territory bad not yet 
become a great exporting country, but was des- 
tined to become so in the near future, as her 
resources for grain-raising were unlimited. This 
year she would export probably 1.000,000 bushb- 
els, and no more. A great portion of the pro- 
duction was taken up by the new settlers. The 
land was remarkably productive and of immense 
extent, and probably three-fourths of the grain- 
producing country of the Continent was located 
north of the United States boundary-line, and 
in the British Dominions, The land was mostly 
alluvial prairie, like that of IIlinois. 

The Indians were perfectly docile and quiet. 
Sitting-Bull, as far as he had beard, was quiet 
and contented with his condition. There has 
been no depression or hard times in Winnipeg, 
and the City of Winnipeg is growing and pros- 
perous, with from 8,000 to 10,000 inhabitants. 
A railway is being rapidly built to Thunder Bay, 
a distance of 400 miles, which would give all that 
country an outlet to navigable water on Lake

„Do you think the United States will get all 
the emigration ! i 

No, Ido not. There is considerable coming 
to Ontario. Great numbers of British farmers 
are settling there. They find themselves at 
home in Ontario better than in any other part 
of British America.”’

It is wonderfully good for only a second at-

‘+ What ts that high standard?’ 

I have enumerated to vou the States and 
Territories that we have been through. The 
wheat lands of Minnesota and Manitoba will 
compare very favorably. And I believe Mani- 
toba wheat to be as fine in quality as that of 
Minnesota, though it would be hard to makea 
distinction, as the harvest was completed before 
we arrived. We saw in that great belt of coun- 
try which we passed through, the native cattle 
district of the United States, which shows forth 
the enormous resources of America, ana what 
she could do if put to her mettle ou the great 
meat question. But regarding vour cattle, and 
the cattle trade, I must tell vou one wholesome 
truth, and I do it in all sigcerity. There are 
very few of the cattle raised upon the plains 
that are

Paris; Oct. 23.—In a few days the bells of 
Paris will be tolling funerealiy, and this great 
city will be preparing for the annual celebration 
of the Jour des Morts.” A great deal of mel- 
lifluous nonsense bras within the last half-cent- 
ury been said and written about the respect 
French people pay to the dead. It is assumed 
that, because it is the custom here to uncover 
here during the passage of a hearse, and to ren- 
der the graves of departed friends the doubtful 
and grudgitg homage of an annual visit, the 
French are peculiarly worthy of that servile and 
sentimental imitation which is, as we know, the 
sincerest flattery. Agreat many pretty morals 
have been drawn at one time and another from 
picturesque newspaper reports of artistic funer- 
als in Paris,—especially by good, sensible stay- 
at-homes, who never dared the perils of the 
deep, and whe are delightfully unaware of the 
villainous Scurrillity of a boulevard crowd on 
such occasions. Pere-la-Chaise and Montmartre, 
with their 


SHABBY AVENUES AND INDECENTLY-CROWDED 
MONUMENTS, 

are constantly referred to as models; and the 
gather morbid pilgrimages which the Parisians 
(in common with Cook’s Excursionists) are 
wont to make to the tomb of Heloise and 
Abelard are every year dilated on, in countless 
leading articles, with unctuous approval. 

That there is a good side to the French way 
of honoring the dead, nobody with any fairness 
eould deny. The sorrow that finds periodical 
vent on the 2d of November may be genuine, so 
far as it goes,—though it would, perhaps, be 
less open to suspicion if it were ot less regular 
occurrence. The custom of uncovering in the 
presence of the King of Terrofs is as suggestive 
as it is beautiful,—and, moreover, singularly 
impressive in a city of skeptics. Not one man 
in a hundred, possibly, could clearly tell why he 
uncovers; but, for ail that, a habit of reverence, 
even as an idle form, is not to de scoffed at. 
But, before it is taken for granted that the 
rustic simplicity and peace of an American 
cemetery are less to be admired than the shabby 
and slightly munotonous grandeur of Pere-la- 
Chaise, it might be as weil to 

COMPARE THE TWO. 

Before going into sentimental rhapsodies about 
the demonstrations made u Paris ou All-Souls’ 
Day, it would be reasonable to visit Pere-la- 
Chaise, or Montmartre, or, better still, Saint- 
y. The result of these 
unprejudiced comparisons would probably be 
rather startling. 

Every one, even the most callous criminal, 
can get up a little sorrow at the tomb of his 
own particular friends, provided, always, they 
have not been dead oo long. The merest self- 
ishness would suffice toinspire that sort of re- 
spect. But this is not enough to justify any 
general admiration. Judgment had better be 
suspended till one bas had an opportunity of 
observing the Paris crowd at the graves of other 
people’striends and ancestors. In Moscow and 
many other towns in the heart of Russia there 
is a restaurant in the middle of each cemetery. 
After the termination of a ‘** burying,”’ it is cus- 
tomary for the afflicted survivors to repair to 
this handyplace of refreshment for spirituous 
and gastronomiccomfort. It not unfrequentiy 
happens that 

A REGULAR NIGHT Is MADE OF IT; 

and an ey@witness of one of these Muscovite 
feasts assures me that on one occasion he saw 
a discunsolate widow receive the amorous pro- 
posals of three inebriated admirers, within 
a stone’s throw of her busband’s mausoleum. 
The Parisians do not go to such lengths as this. 
They have the restaurants just outside the cem- 
etery-gates; and though, to be sure, there is a 
Villainous ball- room adjoining the walls of Mont- 
martre (does Cavaignac never turn in his coffin, 
I wonder’), aud a theatre facing it, within con- 
venient distance of the keeper’s lodge, there is 
some talk of both being abolished. If laughing 
and whistling inside the cemetery could be 
abolished also, it would not be a pity. 

An excellent way of testing French respect 
for the dead in the abstract is to 

GO THROUGH THE CATACOMBS 
sore afternoon. M. Alphand, of the Travaux 
Publics, is a courteous man, and makes no diffi- 
culty in granting permission. 
(or a small lantern) with you, and arm your soul 
with patience, for you may have to wait at the 
end of a jong queue foran bour, when you get 
to the entrance at the Barriere de l' Enfer. The 
Catacombs are a sight every visitor to Paris 
should see once. Very few, 1 suspect, will care 
to see them twice. ‘They are curious, undoubdt- 
edly. You may walk for miles between walls of 
human relies. Millions of skulls and cross- 
bones, arranged in orderly piles, like croquet 
sticks and balls packed and ticketed for exporta- 
tion, line the dismal and clammy passages. The 
dews of death drip upon you; and vou are still 
further reminded of mortality at every step by 
pious and appropriate texts, taken from the 
Bible and from Bossuet. But neither the grin- 
ning skulls, nor the solemn obscurity, nor the 
mournful texts, nor the clammy cross-bones, 
make any impression on 
THE PARISIAN “caps” 

who troop through the Catacombs,—some sing, 
—others whistle. Some shout snatches of ob- 
scene chansonettes,—o'hers jest as only Paris- 
jan **cads’’ can jest. Reverence there is none 
except in the texts upon the walls. The very 
Cook’s Excursionists could teach these Paris- 
jians a les- ou of reverence. The Excursionists 
are trying at times,—in museums and ‘in 
churches, but they bave some shadow of respect 
for Death, ang, though not sentimental, they 
are not quite devoid of sentiment. 

Now, by your leave, we will quit these som- 
bre but seasonuable topics. 

I scarcely did justice to the incomparable

Rice or Egyptian Corn, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

THOMASVILLE, Webster Co., Neb., Nov. 1. 
In your weekly issue of Oct. 8 I noticed the 
account of that wonderful plant, which “W. B. v 
describes as growing in Southwestern Kansas. 
Iu the succeeding issue mention is again made 
of the matter. It is the subscriber’s opinion 
that tne value of this plant to the dry plains 
east of the 99th degree of tongitude,”’ or to the 
west of it, for that matter, bas been very much 
overestimated. 

From the description given by your corre- 
spondent, I have reason to believe it to be iden- 
tical with a plant grown here and known by the 
same name or names. Here, in Southern Ne- 
braska, rice corn is grown to avery limited ex- 
tent. I have heard it said it is good for feeding 
stock, but fail to know of any practical experi- 
megts in that line. There are two varieties, the 
white and the brown, which show uo essential 
difference, except in the ex*ernal color of the 
seed. The plant much resembles the common 
sorghum while growing. When the seed 
forms, the top turns downward with a 
a very graceful curve.. The seed seems to be 
remarkably tasteless; and sixty bushels to 
the acre would be a very h esti- 
mate for Southern Nebraska. The stalk 
is shorter than that of sorghum, but a littie 
thicker and more solid. It does not approach 
very nearly to wood, and it will take several of 
them to make one as as a man’s coat- 
sleeve.“ The stutement that a seed planted the 
last of April, or perhaps in May, will, by Sep- 
tember, produce a growth of solid wood three 
feet high and as | as a man’s coat-sleeve, 
sounds pretty loudly. If it could be induced to 
grow to the length of four feet it would then be 
the orthodox length of a stick of cordwood, and 
on these vast treeless p there would be 
millions in it.“ I happen to know of a fieid 
of Indian corn with several rows of rice corn 
growing alongside, and 1 venture to say the In- 
dian corn will produce treble the food for stock, 
acre for acre, with the rice corn; further, that it 
will more than double it under the most favora- 
ble circumstances. As to its value as fuel and 
for withstanding drought, the common sun- 
flower is far superior in the former and fully 
equal in the latter point. J. A. C.

THE WEBER MURDER. 


Third Day of the Trial of Mrs. 
Adelaide Robert. 


All the Testimony for the Prosecution 
Presented. 


The Defense Pleading Insanity 
and Epileptic Fits. 


terday morning when the trial of Ada, or Ade- 
laide, Robert for the murder of Theodore B. 
Weber was resumed. There were comparative- 
ly few women present. The usual crowd of ir- 
responsible loafers monopolized the seats inside 
the bar to the exclusion of attorneys and re- 
porters. Proceedings commenced promptly at 
10 o’clock with the examination of a youth who 
runs, or did run, the elevator in the building on 
the northwest corner of Fifth avenue and Wash- 
ington street, where the homicide was com- 
mitted. 

This youth testified that his name was 

ROBERT PARKINSON, 

and that on April 30, about 6:30 p. m., Mrs. 
Robert came to bim and asked for Juessen & 
Anderson’s office. Witeess said that both gen- 
tlemen had gone home.® She asked to be shown 
their offices, and he took ber up in the elevator 
to the third floor. She gxamined the offices, 
and, on stepping into the elevator to return to 
the ground floor, said that there would be trou- 
ble. 

The cross-examination developed no additional 


facts. 
MR. GUY MAGEE, 


of THe Tamer, testified that he saw Mrs. 
Robert in the Bryan Block in May last (on the 
day of the shooting). He was there about three- 
quarters of an hour. Witness, with Mrs. Robert 
and some other persons, started for Juessen & 
Anderson’s office. Mrs. Robert wore a large cloak) 
and witness noticed her fumbling nervously be- 
neath it with her right hand. He asked her if 
she bad attem pted to shoot Weber on the pre- 
vious day. She laughed, and asked where he 
got his information. She said thatshe did not 
carry a pistol. This conversation occurred about 


an hour before the shooting. 
HENRY RUSSER, 

a saloon-keeper residing at 216 Rush street, tes- 
tified that be had known Mrs. Robert for three 
years, and had lived in the same house with ber. 
He had heard her say that if she did not get the 
money sbe wanted she would kill Weber and 
Juessen. This was shortly after ber boy was 
drowned. She was cool enough when she said 
it. Witness had heard her make many threats 
of like character. 

A discussion followed as to the propriety of 
questioning witness about a report which ap- 
peared in THe TRIBUNE on the morning after 
The report was in the form of 
an iuterriew with the witness. After some talk 
the witness was questioned as to the accuracy of 
his reported statement, and replied that it was 
substantially correct. 

The prosecution then rested their case. Mr. 
Kettelle, counsel] for the defense, read out the 
names of a formidable list of witnesses, very few 
of whom answered to the call. 

MRS. MARIA K. SCHLAREDT, ' 


mother of Mrs. Robert, was then sworn, and 
Julius Heimberg, clerk of the jail, was sworn as 
interpreter, the old lady being unable to uoder- 
stand the English language. 

At this juncture the Court caught sight of a 
floral decoration which had just been placed on 
the table in front of Mrs. Robert by a messen- 
ger-boy. This was in the form of a pillow, and 
on it was the motto: “Not guilty.” Judge 
Barnum ordered it to be removed, saying that 
its being brought in was *‘ eminently improper,” 
and it was handed up to bis Honor who put it 
under his desk. 

The examination of the witness was continued. 
She testified that. she was born in Alsace, and 
that Mrs. Robert was her daughter. She first 
met Theo B. Weber at ber owu house m Burling- 
ton, la. Weber told ber that Mrs. Bennert 
(Mrs. Robert) was ill-treated by her busbaud, 
and that ii sbe would get a divorce be 
would marry her. Witness toid how Mrs. Robert, 
when a girl, fell out of a window 
and received such injuries that she remained 
insensible for two davs. ‘The doctor who at- 
tended ber said that her brain was ftniured by 
the fall. After that she had fits, the first com- 
ing ou afew montus after the accident. Wit- 
ness had seen her in about three fits since they 
came to the United States. She bad been with 
her daughter in the Cook County Jail for some 
time past, and bed seen her in two fits there. 

Witness had understood from ber daughter 
that Theodore B. Weber was the father of the 
bor Theodore. She had recetved some letters 
from ber daughter since the boy was drowned. 

THESE LETTERS 


were submitted to the prosecution. They were 
written in German, und were translated by Mr. 
George Weber and Mr. Heimberg. The State 
raised no objection to the introduction of the 
letters. The tirst was: 

Carcaco, March 6.—My Dear Mother: You 
wrote to me to come to Burlington. But the people 
don't want me to go. 

They all think that lamcrazy, but they are crazy 
for thinking so. 

i know that Theodore is not dead. 
come back, I cannot tive without him. 

His piano stands in the same place, and his 
music also. He could play so nice,-—a thousand 
times better than black Clara, and he had only had 
three months of instruction. He played more 
than fifty aifferent pieces. 

He cannot be dead. He must come back aud 
Diay. 

His teacher always said there was no child in the 
whole world as smart in music as he, and that he 
would be a very renowned man. 

People say he is dead. Three boys threw him 
into the water. He was so good: he never did any 
wrong to others. All people loved him because he 
was so pretty and good. 1 — there were more 
than 1,000 people at the police station and at my 
house who brought him flowers and wreaths. 
And they criea because they believed that Theo- 
. dore was dead. 

But that wust be a mistake, because he comes 
every night to me, and says that he is not dead, 
and be will come back. ö 

But I bave to kill the three boys who threw him 
into the water. I came pretty near killing one of 
them. I put the rope around his neck. and tried 
to hang him, but I was too weak to hoisthim. He 
was all blue and biack. They say he isn’t dead, 
and lam very sorry, because I cannot leave here 
till ali three boys are dead. 

1 wrote to Ida and Clara to receive me at the 
depot, but Icon't want to go to your house: I want 
to go to Wilhelm’s house. I am very sick and 
weak, but | wish they would call for meat the 
depot. They wrote to me that Wilhelm’s house 
was too small, but in your house they don't like 
Theodore and myself. There was no one like 
Theodore. Theodore was always a good and obe- 
dient boy. and the black Clara is bad. 

At this point the Court adjourned for lunch. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The same old crowd gathered at 2 o'clock, 
when operations were resumed. Julius Hem- 
berg took the stand, and explained that the let- 
ter he translated in the forenoon was dated 
Nov. 6 instead of March 6, 1876. The second 
letter was dated Chicago. 18th,’”’ no month 
being given. The writer said that she could 
not come to Burlington because she was waiting 
for theodore. People said he was dead,—that 
three boys pushed bim in the water,—but she 
did not believe it. If be was dead. she bad to 
kill these boys, and could not leave untii she 
had done so. The remainder of the letter was 
of, the same tenor as the first. 

Mrs. Schlaredt, the mother of Mrs. Robert, 
resumed ihe stand, In reply to Mr. O'Brien, 
she stares that some of ber own relatives were 
insane. What with tne old lady’s inability vo 
understand English and the mixed-up way in 
which some of the questions were propounded, 
it was very difficuit to establish the exact 
degree of consancuity. But it seemed that 
thene were two uncles and an aant who were 
insane. 

State’s-Attorney Mills cross-examined the 
witness, who said she was born io 1807, and 
married in Alsace in 1833 to Schlaredt, who was 
then a widower with three children,—two boys 
and one girl. Mrs. Robert was 37 or W years 
old. Witness had ten children in all. She 
could not remember the exact year in which 
Mrs. Robert wgs born. Adelheide was her own 
daughter, and not 
husband by dis Witness 
had lived six weeks in the Jail with her daugh- 
ter, and had there met a girl named Etta Haisch. 
But she never spoke to Etta, for she could not 
understand ber, and she never told that girl 
that Mrs. Robert was not her own daughter, but 
the daughter of her husband by his first mar- 
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The Criminal Court-room was crowded yes- 


knew Joho Roath, of 
worked for bim at one time. 

The crogs-examination was next directed to 
the fits and the insanity of the relatives, but 

ing new was t out. The witness 
said that the German doctor who attended de- 
fendant when a girl saia they were epileptic 
fits. Witness said that defendant bad only 
been once married, but corrected this directly 
after, and said that she was married in Chicago 
to aman named RO in what year she could 
not tell. She did not know what had become 
of Kobert, but thought he was dead. Defend- 
ant had three children altogether. The oldest 
girlis now 21 and the next 18 years of age, or 
thereabouts. They are living with their father 
in Burlington. 

The witness denied that she had any trouble 
in the jail witn her daughter. or that the latter 
struck her. She had not furnished money for 
the défense, nor had she talked with her daugh- 
ter about the fits. : 


MRS. NOLL, 
residing at No. 182 Wilmot avenue, testified 
that she had known Mrs. Robert ten vears, and 
bad lived in the same house with her. Mrs. 
Robert lived there with her husband and little 
boy. She had a fit, and witness found ner lying 
on the floor. Her hands were cleuched, and she 
looked pale. Witness saw Theodore B. Weber 
in Mrs. Robert’s room. His manner towards 
her was that of astranger. Mrs. Robert was at 
one time in the hospital, and witness took care 
of the little boy and visited the sick woman a 
few times. On one occasion Weber gave the 
boy $5 and told him to giveitto witness for 
taking care of his mother. 

The cress-examination of this witness did not 
bring out anvthing startling. She believed that 
Mr. Robert was acarpenter. He supoorted nis 
wife while they hved on Wilmot avenue, —at 
least 80 witness supposed. 

MRS. RYDER, : 
avery voludle old lady, deseribed how Weber 
came to the house aiter there had been a fire 
there, and presented some shoes to the little 
boy and to ber own family. Weber acted very 
friendly to Mrs. Robert and the child. The 
latter looked very like Weber. [Lauchter.] 


Weber did not want her to go to California. 


Witness saw Mrs. Roberi in three fits, but she 
did not knowgthe character of them. She had 
ove of these two days before the howicide. 
MES. WHITE, 

of Graceland, testified that she saw Mrs. Robert 
about 7 o’clock one morning, in the spring of 
1878, at her (witness“) house. She was iu her 
bight-dress and barefoot, and carried a wreath 
of flowers in her hand. She sat by the stove 
and warmed herself, and said that her little boy 
was dead. Some clothes were ootained, and she 
was dressed avd taken back to Keller’s house, 
where she then resided. 

The State did not cross-examine this witness. 
_ Mrs. Ryder was recalled for cross-examia ation. 
She had Known Mrs. Robert, off and On, for ten 
years. The fit spoken of uceurred in 1269. Wit- 
ness went with Mfs. Robert to Mr. Moses’ office, 
Mrs. Robert wanting to get him to act as her 
law yer. : 

MRS. MARTHA DELAPHAN 

swore that she had known Mrs. Robert thirteen 
years. On two occasions sbe saw her iv a fit, 
which fitg witness described in about the same 
terms as those used by the previous witness. 
Thirteen vears ago witness-saw Mr. Weber at 
Mrs. Robert's house. Wigness listened and 
heard Mrs. Robert te!l him to go away. Mrs. 
Robert then threw a paper towards him and 
said, Take your monev, [ don’t want it.” 
About two years ago Webercame to the house 
where Mrs. Robert formerly lived and asked 
what had become of her, saring that he wanted 
to find her. One time witness saw the boy sit- 
ting on Weber's knee. ‘The boy called him 
papa.“ and then said, Oh, there’s somebody 
here; | must Ray uncle pow, not papa.“ Mrs. 
Robert used to say that Weber and Juessen got 
somebody to drown her boy, and wanted to kill 
her too. Witbess understood that somebody 
stabbed Mrs. Robert one night, but Knew noth- 
ing of the circumstances. 

The Court then adjourned until this morning. 


LELIGIOUS. 
THE METHODISTS. . 

The regular weekly meeting of Methodist 
ministers was beld at the rooms of the Method- 
ist Book Coucern, on Washington street, yester- 
day morning. 

The Rev. Dr. Hatfield suggested that on the 
day of the monthly meeting, which was held on 
the first Monday of each month, the preachers’ 
meeting should adjourn at ten minutes to 12 
o’clock, and that as many as could do so should 
attend the noonday prayer-meeting. After some 
little discussion favorable to the idea, a motion 
was carried to that effect. 

The Rev. Dr. Williamson presented a petition 
to the Council, which, he said, the ministers are 
requested to sign. It is the one requesting the 


Mayor to close the Eagle saloon, and some Clark 
and State street dives. 

In support of the petition the Rey. Mr. Pope 
stated chat he had hunself visited one or two of 
the pla¢csin question, and had stayed there 
until late at night to investigate. What he saw 
there enabled him to state that the facts alleged 
in the petition were correct. He had seen 
places filled with chairs occupied by young men 
and boys and young women and girls,—most of 
the females present being minors. ihe major- 
ity of the women were prostitutes and street- 
walkers, and he had even beard them making 
their arrangements with the young men and 
boys of the place. 

‘The Rev. Mr. Zimmerman asked whether Mr. 
Pope inteaded to rival Brother Talm®e. 

Ihe Rev. Mr. Cantine, of Oak Park, suggested 
that he should tell all be had seen in his visit to 
these places. 

The Rev. Mr. Pope stated that he had been 
very anxious in connection with the temperance 
movement regarding what he had heard of the 
bad piaces ou State street, and he thought that 
personal observation was the best way to arrive 
at the facts. 

‘The Rev. Dr. W. C. Wilting said that before 
signing the petition he would like to know who 
was responsible for the facis alleged in the pe- 
tition. . Lhe allegations were of a very serious 
nature, and the names of individuals connected 
with them were mentioned, audit might be 
dangerous to send these forth. 

The Rev. Dr. Williamson stated that he un- 
derstood a committee of six bad been appointed 
by the Citizens’ League to imapect and report 
upon the evil resorts mentioned in the petition. 

The Rey. Mr. Pope said that the petition in its 
present form was the work of Mr. Emery A. 
Storrs, and the facts had been gathered by 
members of the Citizens’ League. He thought, 
from what be had himself seen, that they bad 
understated rather than overstated the facts. 
The members of the Citizens’ League were re- 
sponsible parties, and their names could be 
given if required, 

The Rev. Mr. Van Horn thought that, if the 
Citizens’ League were responsible for the facts 
in the petition, they should have indorsed it. 
It was not to be expected that the ministers 
should put their names to facts which the par- 
ties who discovered ihem did rot indorse. 

After some debate upon the exact extent of 
responsibility which the ministers should as- 
sume in presenting the petition to the Council, 
the following form was agreed upon: 

We, the members of the Methodist Preachers’ 
Meeting, having received this petition from the 
Citzens’ League, and taking it for granted that 
their statement is reliable, very heartily append 
our names. 

2 ministers present then signed the peti- 
on. 

The order of the day, consisting of a consid- 
eration of the topic How to Prepare a Ser- 
mon,“ was then taken up. 

The discussion was opened by the Rev. Mr. 
Shepard, who read a paper in which he showed 
a number of misapprehensions which exist in 
the congregation in regard to how sermons 
should be got up. Some of them considered 
that a minister had only to open bis mouth and 
words fit to the occasion could be supplied from 
above: others held that a minister should pre- 
pare his sermon so fully and completely that it 
should be in reality an oration which would 
electrify the congregation. lie held that, while 
inspiration was the source of the best sermons, 
hard work vas un excellent substitute. Tue 
question of reading other sermons as an aid was 
touched upon, and the dangers of * assimila- 
tion“ were alluded to in a humorous Way that 
caused the preachers’ meeting to smile audibly. 

The Rev. Dr. Hemingway held that the 
general preparation of a preacher which result- 
ed io an even excellence of bis sermons, was of 
much more advautage than the effort which 
some ministers made every now and then to 
preach a specially eloquent discourse. He 
thought, too, that too much attentior. bad been 
given to preaching and too little to coming in 
personal coutact with the members of the con- 
gregation, to tne Sunday-school, and the prayer- 
meetings. He recommended the newspaper as 
a source of appropriate illustration, de- 
scribed what he considered to bé the best 
method of filing away cuttings so that they 
could be easily referred to. 

The meeting adjourned with the understand- 
ing that the same topic be taken up vext Mon- 
day, and that the discussion be opeued by the 

Mr, Pope.

A Card from Mr. Redpath. 

Mr. James Redpath bas addressed a card to 
the San Franciseo Chron/cle, under date of Oct. 
28, to correct some inaceuracies in a published 
interview heid with him. He says: I never 
was in Jamaica in my life before; 1 said I had 
twice before sought the West Indies under a 
stress, not of phrsical, but mental, torture 
from sorrow, not suffering; that, in my opinion, 
when, from pain or any other cause, the will 
ceases to direct the conduct, a man acts auto- 
maticaily—from vague impressions, or, like the 
animals, from instinct; thatwhen the terrible 
anguish, purely physical, that 1 had endured for 
several days fivally rendered me insensible to 
my actions, and my will lost control of my body, 
I supposed that the recollection of the rest that 
I bad twice found in the Autilles caused me to 
seek refuce there, without thinking of any other 
consideration. No amount of physical suffering 
that | have ever endured—and 1 have had my 
full share of it—ever clouded my mind for a 
single second ef time; but in September 
the earbuucle or tumor, which would have been 
merely painful elsewhere, attacked the regioa 
of my head, and, therefore, quickly affected my 
brain. It lasted only sixty hours, but that was 
fong enough to destroy all the work of the sea- 
eon, past and coming,—all that I had done and 
all that | was ready to do during the approacb- 
ing autumn and winter. Your reporter misun- 
derstood me also iv thinking that I said I would 
re-enter the profession of manager again. 1 
shall never do so. I find a statement tele- 
graphed trom Boston that I once before left the 
country without letting any one know about my 
departure, and my ‘relatives and friends’ are 
named as the authorities for it. This statement 
is utterly untrue. Iwent onve to Europe on 
business that required secrecy to insure success, 
but my partper knew of my departure, and so 
did my so-caNed ‘relatives’ in Boston. I beg 
pardon for intruding these sthictly personal af- 
fairs on your deaders, but my buSiness is what 
the Sea isifnd negroes call *momuxed up’ 
enough already: and, AI have notning to be 
ashamed of, but a great deal of explanation to 
make to friends, I do not care to have even the 
faintest suspicion thrown on my conduct by 
statements, however trivial, attributed to me 
that the slicutest investigation would prove to 
ve incorrect.“ 


Grant’s Proposed Southern Trip.

The proposed journey of Gen. Grant through 
the South may have very important political 
results. He will, of course, be received with 
the courtesy and hospitality characteristic of 
the Southern people, and bis unfallmg modesty 
and good sease will keep bim, as they always 
do, irom doing or saying anything likely to give 
offense or arouse prejudice. n. Grant, al- 
though firm aud unyielding, is also calm and 
dispassionate; and while the passionate hostil- 
ity of the whole South would not in the least 
deter him from carrying out a policy of which 
his judgment approved, yet there would not be 
any personal feeling in bis action, and there 
would be no accumulation of prejudice to atana 
in the way of a change of views. it is well 
known that towards the close of his Administra- 
that Gen. Grant became convinced that the 
force, policy was wrong; and had it not 
been for the appearance of fore- 
stalling the incom ing Administra- 
tion, he would Dave anticipated the action of 
President Hayes iu regard to the contests ip 
South Carolina and Louisiana. The knowledge 
of this fact, and the conviction that all their 
rights of local self-government would be firmly 
protected by Gen. Grant, is causing a strong set 
of Southern public opinion towards his re-elec- 
tion to the Presidency. The connection de- 
tween Southern leaders and the Northern De- 
mocracy has always been a mere nership of 
interests; and, as the fact is demonstrated that 
the Democratic: party is hopelesly incapable, 
there is a strong disposition fo the South to 
form a new ard more profitable connection. By 
supporting Grant, Southern leaders would de- 
strov the sectional issue, take away from bioody- 
shirt agitators their stock in trade, and remove 
the problem of securing the negroes in their 
civil and political rights from the domain of 
sentiment to that of practical, non- 
legislation. A Grant movement in the th is 
certainly not unlikely.

President Senne occupied the chair at the 
regular meeting of the County Board, which 
was held yesterday afternogn. All the mem- 
bers were present. 

County - Treasurer McCrea sent in his report 
for the month of October, which sbowed: 


| Amount appropriated to the General Fund for 


187879, $1,014,150; received in taxes and 
credited to same fund, $792,283.31; received 
from back taxes and other sources, $387,697.98; 
amount of county orders paid out of fund of 
1878-79, $715,044.62; amount paid out on other 
accounts, $215,482.95; balance on hand belong- 
ing to General Fund of 187879. $11,054.34; bdal- 
ance on band belonging to General Fund, 
187980, $175,349.38; amount of county orders 
outstanding, $31,417.11; balance on hand of all 
other funds, $449,896.60; amount of Court- 
House Fund outstanding, $93.05. To the Com- 
mittee on Finance the report was referred. 
WANTS HIS MONEY. 

W. D. Johnson, M. D., forwarded a rather 
extraordinary communication, which was read 
and placed on file. it was in regard to a bill of 
$10 for medi services rendered by that gen- 
tleman to th@Pcounty. The bill bad been or- 
dered to be vaid, and then by some manipuia- 
tion the order had been countermanded. He 
demanded an explanation, and volunteered the 
following as the reason why he had such difll- 
culty in collecting the amount: 

I presume I know the reasons you have in rec- 
ommending my bill. It is true l am a temperance 
man, and I nave been somewhat active in trying to 
make the saloon-keepers comply with the 
law in regard to the sale of liquor to 
minors and drankards, and for so doing 
Lam called a u of a b—ch, and believe that the 
person who has changed your opinion in this case 
is either a brewer or some person who has an in- 
terest in the saloon business or in drinking. 

‘* PARMER’”’ HARMS 
sent iv the annexed letter in regard to his bill: 

Curcaco, Nov. 10, 1879. — Tb the. Honorable 
Board of County Commiss oners of Cook Vounty— 
GENTLEMEN: The Supreme Court baving affirmed 
the decision which decided that my ciaim against 
Cook County was legal and proper, I request the 
County Board to order the payment of the same 
and save the county and myself auy further litiga- 
tion.

The Committee on Judiciary was instructed 
to consider the above communication. 

THE COURT-HOUSS. 

Last week Tue Trisung published the con- 
tract of P. J. Sexton for placing a temporary 
roof on the new Court-id building. it was 
brought up yesterday approved by the 
Board, upon motion that the contractor give 
bonds in $1,000. 

Among the ills and reports of Committees 
was one from the Joint Committee on Public 
Buildings aud Service, recommen ing that the 
contract for the iron-work and skyligbts of the 
new Court-House be executed, and that Con- 
tractor Sexton be paid $21.279 upon an estimate 
on brick and iron work of the building. The 
last report Was agreed to. 

It was moved by Mr. Boese that the Clerk of 
the Board be directed to notify Sexton to pro- 
ceed immediately with the work on the rotunds 
of the Court-House, in accordance with the con- 
tract, and that, if he did not comply, the for- 
feiture of the contract be declared. 

‘The motion was favored by Mr. Bariing. 

Inasmuch as Sexton bad failed to comply 
with certain conditions of the contract, Mr. 
Wood favored tha* portion of the motior calling 
for the immediate completion of the rotunda. 

In a speech made by Mr. Wheeler, that gen- 
tleman said that Mr. Egan had stated to him 
that Sexton intended giving up the contract 
unless the conditions were made more favorable 
to him. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved, as an amendment, that 
the matter be referred to the Joint Committee, 
which amendment was carried by a vote of 10 
to 4.

$3 for the days of registry and $5 for election-day, 
and that all special constables oe allowed $2 each 
for their services on election-day. 


An amendment was made by Wheeler that a 
bill of a mau named Keizer at Hyde Park for 
polling-place be taken from the file and passed. 
‘The motion as amended was passed. 

SALARIES. 

The Committee in Public Service, in accordance 
with a motion by Mr. Fitzgerald, were instructed 
to report on Monday next upon the salaries of 
the county emploves for the ensuing year.
